Amend an Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
Corporations in Ireland.

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble, 
holden in the Third and Fourth Years of Her present 
Majesty’s Reign, intituled “ An Act for the Regulation of 3 & 4 Vict. 

“ Municipal Corporations in Ireland : ” And whereas another Act c ’ 108 ‘ 

5 was passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the Sixth and 6 & 7 Vict. 
Seventh Years of Her present Majesty’s Reign, for the Amendment c-93, 
of the said first-recited Act : And whereas it is expedient to assimilate 
the Qualification of Burgesses of Boroughs in Ireland under the said 
first-recited Act to the Qualification of Burgesses of Boroughs in 
10 England and Scotland, and for such Purpose, and for other Purposes 
lierein-after mentioned, to amend the Provisions of the said first- 
recited Act : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
15 by the Authority of the same, That the Provisions in the said first- Provisions of 
recited Act contained relating to the Qualification of Burgesses and recited Act 
Voters at Elections of Municipal Commissioners under the said Act ficSraof 
shall be and the same are hereby repealed, except as to any Burgess Bur S esse s 
Roll heretofore formed or Election made under the Provisions of the repealed *

1 " t0 
or Shop,, to claim to . be. rated to the Relief of the Poor in respect of 
such Premises, whether the Landlord shall or shall not he liable to 
be rated to the Relief of the Poor in respect thereof; and upon such 
15 Occupier so. claiming, and actually paying- or tendering to the Col- 
lector thereof, or to the Person or Persons entitled to receive the 
same, the full Amount of the last made Rate then payable in respect 
of such Premises* the . Guardians or other Persons charged with 
making any Rate for- . the Relief of the destitute Poor which shall or 
20 ought to. include such Premises .are. hereby required to put the 
Name of such Occupier, upon the. Rate. for the Time being; and in
